TWENTY HURT IN EXPLOSION

$4,244,000 IN SCHOOL FUND

The State apportionment of schol 
funds to the public schools of Mis- 
souri will total $4,244,047 this year,

| nounced today, This is an increase 
of $634,168 over the $3,609,879 ap- 
portioned to the schools last year. 
The apportionment will be made 
Sept. 1. ? 

This fund represents one-third 
of the general revenue receipts of 
the State, set aside by law for dis- 
tribution to the public school dis- 
tricts. The funds are distributed to 
the counties by the State, on the 
basis of the number of pupils in 
the schools, days attendance «the 
previous schoo] year, and- number 
of teachers, The counties distrib- 
ute the funds to the public school 
districts on the same basis. The in- 


year is due to increases in collec- 
Jions of the State income tax and 
State inheritance tax which con- 
stitute two of the principal taz 
items in the general revenue fund.

an angle of 110 degrees and soon 
after it disappeared among the 
clouds. 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that the Italia was able to remain 
in the air only a short time, be- 
cause, as it continued to lose gas, it 
must have descended. Moreover, 
at the moment of the shock the 
motorist, Lieut. Ettore Arduino, 
was seen to pass along the dirigi- 
ble’s beam. He regarded us with 
stupefied eyes, but. was absolutely 
unharmed. In view of his experi- 
ence, there is no doubt that he 
must have tried to cause a descent 
of the bag as rapidly as possible, 
knowing that the wind was taking 
the dirigible far from the earth. 


In Alr Only Brief Time. 


“Based on these three considera- 
tions, I concluded that the Italia 
must have been able to remain in 
the air only about a half hour at 
the most and at the speed of the 
wind could not have been blown 
more than 20 or 30 kilometers. 

“Several days after the disaster 
I learned from my comrades cir- 
cumstances appearing very grave 
to me; 20 minutes after the drop 
several of them had seen on the 
horizon, toward the east, a high 
colun\a of dense black smoke. In 
the discussion of that. circum- 
stance, the hypothesis prevailed 
that the bagin falling had caught 


fire. In that case there would be 
no hope that any of our comrades 
could escape death. 

“T ought to admit that, given 
our condition which in those first 
days we judged absolutely desper- 
ate, the fate we supposed had be- 
fallen our mates of being killed im- 
mediately seemed much better than 
our own, as we feared we were 
destined to a slow, anguished death 
by hunger. 

Flame Would Have Been Scen. 

“IT then thought over the differ- 
ent circumstances. If the smoke 
had been produced by the dirigible 
catching fire, the ship would cer- 
tainly have been seen falling. At 
any rate it would have teen diffi- 
cult under the cloudy sky for the 
flame not to be noticed by anyon- 
at such a short distance at 10 to 15 
kilometers.

“I then thought that the oil and 
fuel reservoirs had fallen or been 
thrown overboard to slow up the 
descent. In that case cne could 
hope that the dirigible might have 
fallen without catching fire and 
that our companions might be safe.

LOUVAIN, July 5.—As Ambase 
sador Gibson handed Mer. Ladeuze, 
rector of Louvain University, 
key to the restored library dedi- 
cated vesterday, an airplane circle 1 
low, dropping a shower of leaf- 
lets. Some of them fell face up and 
the black letters of the discarded 
Latin inscription were turned to- 
ward the speakers. 

“Destroyed by German fury: re<- 
built by American generosity.” 

It was the lettering for which 
Whitney Warren, architect of the 
library, fought, and for which vet- 
erans and students rioted. 

Save for this incident and few 
whistles from the crowd as the 
leaflets fluttered down the Lou- 
vain library the gift of the unl- 
versities, schools, libraries and in- 
dividuals to Louvain University, 
was inaugurated in calm. 

20,000 See Building. 

Twenty thousand persons came 
from all parts of Belgium to see 
the modernized Flemish building 
Warren designed. All looked first 
to see the balustrade where the in- 
scription was to have been. The 
architect designed the main facade 
with one letter to each panel, put 
the panels are now blank. 

They would have been a striking 
conclusion to the design in the ar- 
cient Flemish style. The design be- 
gins with a carved tableau of ihe 
burning Louvain library which wos 
destroyed by the German army, 
Aug. 25, 1914. Below it is an he- 
roic figure of Belgium with one 
foot on the neck of the imperial 
German eagle, 

While the crowd listened to ths 
speeches the Duke of Brabant, heir 
to the Belgian throne, discussed 
the controversy quietly with Car- 
dinal Van Roey and Mer. Ladeuz¢, 
who stood out firmly against War- 
ren’s inscription. The speakers in- 
cluded Ambassador Gibson, Mar. 
Ladeuze and Dr. Frank P. Grave, 
New York commisioner of educa- 
tion, representing the Carnegie En- 
dowment for International Peace. . 
Dr. Graves is visiting professor to

There has been no effort 
to bowdlerize Villon—andi why, in- 
deed, should Villon be represented 
as something other than what he 
was? But genuine honesty has 
unmistakable earmarks, and it is 
clear é¢nough that Mr. Nicholson 
has been actuated by no pimply 
prurience. “I have been asked,” 
he writes, “why I ‘hav: not 
softened some of the more offen- 
Sive expressions, retaining the 
sense without the shocking vul- 
garity of language. My reply has 
been, that to do so would be to 
alter the work of a dead artist— 
and I am not quite scoundrel 
enough for that.” It is a good an- 
swer, and obviously given with 
complete sincerity.
